CCC Camps. 


1. You can expect your student teacher to report for duty by the 
eighth (6th) of July. He will be in camp until the eight (8th) of 
September. At the end of this time we hope to get other teachers to take 
the place of these. , 

2. this teacher ig being provided forthe purpose of aiding the damp 
educational adviser in the educational program and in the recreational 
program. In ‘some casés it might be advisable to let this teacher con- 
centrate on one or two subjects in which he is especially good. In other 
cas@s it might be advisable to let him take over the recreational program. 
The teacher is for your use in the. educational program, how you usé him is 
up to you, so long as you use him to an advantage. After these teachers 
are put on a change is expected in the weekly reports. 

3. When your teacher tomes into camp it will be necessary to house 
him in the offitets' quarters if you expect the best results. All these 
men are collegé meh so thefe should be nothing against having him in 
quarters with the camp @ducatiohal adviset provided thére is room. 

Camps which have agreed to give the men their board will be given pre- 
ference iin assignments. The other camps will be given a teacher if there 
are some left. 

4. It is to be kept in mind that a report will be expected of the 
camp e€ducational adviser and the commanding officer on the student 
teacher. This will be called for at the end of the two months, the 
student is in camp. 

5. The cam Cducational adviser is in a sense responsible as to the 
success of this student teacher. He cannot teach classes unless you 
advise him as to what the men want. The camp educational adviser has 
been in camp longer and should talk over the conditions of the camp with 
the teacher and together they should arrive at what the teacher is to do. 
Remember that the teacher is thore for the purpose of helping you, if you 
do not take advantage of this it is your own loss. 

6. Do not wait a month to start the teacher off in the program. The 
camp @ducational adviser should have the plan outlined in his mind befare 
the teacher arrives and should mt let more than a week pass until he has 
the student helping out in the work. 
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
